New York, July 6.—Ex-Governor Alt- 


geld of Illinois arrived here from Obloago 
at 3:50 p. m. Sunday. He oame to ad- 
dress a meeting held under the auspices 
of tbe Democratic League of Kings coun- 
ty today at Brooklyn Academy of Mnsio. 
Tbe ex-governor was accompanied by 
Mrs. Altgeld. 


Among tbe first to greet Mr. Altgeld 


was Henry George and bis son. -Mr. 
George introduced ex-Governor Altgeld 
at the meeting, but did not speak at 
length himself. 
"I am a busy man 


now," he said In explanation. 


" What makes you so busy?" asked Mr. 


Altgeld. 


"I am engaged in bringing out a book 


on which I have been at work for years," 
said Mr. George. , "It is a book I bave 
made » kind of life work." 


Ex Governor Altgeld expressed Interest 


in tbe book. Asked If be intended stop- 
ping long in the east he said: "My sole 
object in coming Is to speak at this meet- 
ing. I may stay for two days, but not 
longer." 


He thought until there was a Demo- 


cratic administration there would be no 
prosperity in this country. 


Altgeld's Aderess. 


The Hon. John P. Altgeld, ex-gover- 


nor of Illinois, said In part: 


" Today the most wonderful nation on 


earth is in distress. Its children are suff- 
ering, and its foundation stones are slip- 
ping away. 


"A whole generation 'has paid at the 


war debt and has reduced it by one half. 
i'cc snob has been the government policy 
tbat today it will require twice as much 
of our products to pay the remainder as 
would have been necessary to pay It all 
when It was created. Being a producing 
and debtor nation it was a crime to leg- 
islate exclusively In favor of the creditor 
classes of Europe, and thus destroy tbe 
purchasing power of our people. 


"Every great abuse Is Intertwined with 


the money question and you cannot Ig- 
nore it; for It fixes the limitations os en- 
terprise and material prosperity. There 
must ultimately come a system of finance 
or exchange that will bave a philosophic 
basis, and'will not restrict human effort. 
But until this does come, we demand 
the retroaction of the bimetallic system 
as it formerly existed In our country, be 
cause it was tbe beet 5hus far given to 
the world. 


"Effects follow causes In the economic 


and commercial world, as they do In the 
physical world. The paralysis of our 
country ha« been produced by certain 
causes. Not one of these causes has been 
removed, and so long a« they exist they 
must continue to produce the same effects. 
We were promised prosperity; It has not 
come, and It requires no prophet.to see 
that under existing conditions no perma- 
nent prosperity can oome. The force of 
destruction Is still at work, gathering the 
substance of tbe nation into tbe bands of 
the few. The country is paralyzed. 
The 


patient is told tbat if he would only have 
confidence and get work he would be 
well. But In spite ^these assurances he 
is unable to rise. 


1' Suppose he did. 
Suppose that a tern 


porary stimulant conld create a temporary 
activity? It would be along the old lines; 
it would be in harmony with those forces 
that paralyzed us; It would be simply a 
continuation of the process of making a 
few enormously riob, and the great maps 
es poor. The patient would collapse t 
second time, and then the oa^e would be 
hopeless. A spurt of activity under Me 
Klnloy conditions means the more certain 
death of free institutions; it means thai 
the poison of corruption shall go on until 
every organ of the body is destroyed. 


"The universal corruption tbat Is today 


destroying our country comes from the 
concentration of capital, and the alarming 
aspect is that it is practiced by men wto 
talk patriotism, and who stand high in 
tbe estimation of tbe public. It is lale to 
talk about purifying the government, i 
long as men of Influence and position 
offer vast sums to coirnpt It. Cut off the 
band tbat offers a bribe, and you will end 
corruption. 


"We must devise some way of remov 


ing overwhelm! ng temptations on tbe on 


the process of concentration As power 
never limits Itself, we must flnd » meth- 
od of curbing it. 


"If asked whether the government will 


take the railroads or establish referen- 
dum, say you,do not know, but that ev- 
ery step which may become necessary to 
save free government, and restore happi- 
ness in this land, will be taken; say that 
if necessary to do so, the government will 
not only take the railroads. But every 
monopoly, and concentration of property 
which interferes with either the rights or 
welfare of the people. 


"For thirty years our party has been a 


neutral party. The manipulators who 
wished to use <t as a convenience, did not 
want It to stand for anything. There 
were Interests tbat seemed to control both 
parties 
This was the easiest way of 


controlling 
national legislation. Had 


there been a positive, compact and aggres- 
sive minority party, standing for princi- 
ple, the cry of distress would not be heard 
in this land today. Had there been snob 
a party the Standard Oil trust never 
conld have nominated tbe same man three 
times in succession foi the presidency, 
Trading politicians made this possible. 
Compromisers, traders and neutral men 
never correct abuses, never found or save 
fiee institutions, and never fight for hu- 
man rights. They always becoma Instru- 
ments for the enemy. Wherever they are 
n control tbe party Is unworthy ot the 
espect of mankind. Only men of con- 
lotion and courage can save this land. 
"Unfortunately we seem to bave been 


lowly and unconsciously losing our per- 
onal independence. Through tbe scraiu- 
le for the dollar, the longing for posi- 
ion, political or social, the fear of tbe 
ress and the dread of criticism, we are 
11 becoming cowardly—cowardly in oon- 
oienoe, ID thought, in speech and ID ao- 
lon—and are losing our birthrights. A 
indly father bids us go forth and enjoy 
be estate He has prepared for us. Mean 
line we have fallen into tbe hands of tbe 
espoiler, and the poison ol political lep 
osy is entering our blood. If we submit, 
all Is lost; if we rise in our manhood and 
rubb tbe enemy, it will give a new inspl- 
alton to mankind. It will be a new deo- 
aratlon of indepeidenoe, broader and 
eeper than that of our forefathers. 
"In every state the people are aroused; 


hey see their condition growing worse; 
hey see the hope of their children disap- 
earlng; they see poverty hanging over 
he future; they see tbe black flag of hun- 
ger floating over some of the richest sec- 
Ions of God's earth and they are crying 
or justice. My friends,;thas cry will 
ree tbe American people. Even if we 
bouid be borne down again and again 
be voice of humanity will arise from the 
dust, and drive tbe money changers out 
f tbe temple, and the traitors out of the 
and.

bsneath the surface. 


They were all rendered unconscious am 
Charles Rutz was speechless, while Ore- 
tier's left arm was paralyzed after be hac 
come to. Lightning struck at tbe head 
of tbe slope and followed the rails to tbe 
bottom and ont to face of tba gangway 
where tbe men were at work. Tbe work 
men say tbat tbe dark chambers were 
brilliantly illuminated as tbe lightning 
bolt rushedVward them, and, suppoai 
that mine gas bod exploded, they threw 
themselves on tbelr faces. They are stiff 
and sore today, but feel no other effects o 
their thrilling experience.

EC'Y. SHERMAN FOR A KBIT RAT I OH, 


Result of Interviews Had with Leading 


Statesmen, Who Freely Dis- 


cuss the Cause and 


Effect. 


New York, July B — The Journal this 


morning publishes special dispatches giv- 
ng tbe following opinions from public 
men regarding the coal miners strike and 
poseblilltles of arbitration; 


Senator Habna says: * "I depreciate 
bat coal mining troubles should come at 
his time when the conditions of trade are 
luch as to make it Impossible to secure 
avorable consideration of tbe demands 
made. The rate of wages is unequal 
,roong the several mines in certain dis 
riots, whleh Is not fair to the men. This 
s tbe first point to be adjusted and Is a 
matter which should be arbitrated at once 
nd fairly settled. As soon as business 


revives and an increased demand for coal 
will jutslfy It, the miners should bave 
iheir full share of its benefits, and I be- 
leve will secure it without B strike. I 
am always in favor of arbitration in tbe 
lettlement of difficulties between opera- 
ore and men. I ''hope such a course will 
be pushed in this Instance as will bring 
results satisfactory to both sides," 


Senator Fairbanks: "I regret any dif- 


erenco should have arisen between coal 
iperators and miners. It la to be hoped 
wise counsels may prevail and early xet- 
lement of disputed questions be made 
upon fair and honorable terms. A strike 
will unfavorably affect business more or 
ess for the time being. There Is evidences 
on all sides of returning prosperity and 
inything that arises which may ter.d to 
lelay an early return to normal oommer- 
lal conditions* is to be deployed. 
It 


would seem there is wisdom and patriot- 
sm enough among all parties concerned 
;o enable them to unite upon some meth 
id of arbitration whereby speedy settle- 
ment may be readied and suffering and 
listress thereby avoided." 


Secretary of State Sherman : " Arbitra- 


Ion is always tbe best means of solving 
luoh complications as tbe miners' strike, 
when parties concerned are willing to ar- 
bitrate. 
Tbe question of offering arbitra- 


>lon, I thick, is not one for congress." ^b 


Attorney General JIoKonim: 
"Tb6 


strike looks formidable now, but ma; 
soon be settled by compromise or as other 
strikes bave been settled — by one side or, 
he other yielding. I know of no law, 
tbat authorizes tbe general government 
to interfere between employer and en»i> 
ployes In matters of this particular kind, 
No request has been made to the admlnls 
tratlon, so far as I know, by either aide 
,o arbitrate between tbe mine owners 
and miners."

Miners of Four Companlei Vote Ccanl-

Springfield, '111., July 5.—The initial 


steps looking to tbe extension of the gen- 
eral suspension of coal mining in tbls'dls 
trlot were taken Sunday at tbe Village of 
Riverton. Here tbe representatives' of 
tbe mines at Riverton, Barclay and 
Spandling got-togetber and held a meet 
ing, and by unanimous vote decided in 
favor of joining tbe general suspension. 
There was little speeobmaklng and tbe 
meeting, which was attended by almost 
all of tbe miners at tbe town named, was 
a qnlet one.

Firat President of t ho [State Normal tnl-

Normal, 111., July B.—General Charles 


E. Hovey of Washington, D. C., Is lying 
critically 111 at the home of his brother- 
in-law, John W. Cook, president of the 
Illinois State Normal university. Gen- 
eral Hovey was the| first president of tbe 
Normal school from its organization In 
1857 to 1861, when be wont into the war 
as tbe colonel of the Thirty-third (Nor- 
mal) Regiment. He Is about 70 years of 
age. He came bore two weeks ago from. 
Washington to attend tbe fortieth anni- 
versary of tbe founding of tbe university. 
He was 111 when he arrived and was bare- 
ly able to appear at tbe celebration. He 
Is suffering from general debility and 
nervous exhaustion. He Is a prominent 
member of tbe bar at Washington and it 
tbe father of Richard Hovey, the poet, 
now In Europe. 


JEk-Guv. Kvann Dead.

THE NAVY OF "JAPAN. 


The Powerful Fleet to Be Built Dnr- 


Ina; the Next Ten Year*. 


The nuval programme ol Japan has 


received lately some modifications. The 
four first-class cruisers will be 9,200 tons 
each, instead of 7,500, as first contem- 
plated. Between this present time a/nd 
1906 Japan purposes to have the follow- 
ing war fleet: 


Six ironclads, first-class battle ships, 


from 12,510 to 15,240 tons; one iron- 
clad of second-class and 7,335 tons; si\ 
protected cruisers of 9,200 tons each, 
se\eu second-class cruisers of more 
than 4,000 tons, six third-class cruisers 
of 3,000 tons; 12 cruisers of the fourth 
class and over 1,500 tons, three torpedo 
gunboats of 1,200 tons, 12 torpedo catch- 
ers, 115 torpedo boats, and 25 gunboats, 
etc. 


One of the first-class cruisers will be 


built in Japan; one ironclad is already 
building in England; one first-class 
cruiser has been ordered in France, 
and another in Germany. Two second- 
class cruisers are building in America. 


This programme has been laid out 


with a view to the opening of the Rus- 
sian Trans-Siberian railroad and to the 
Russian naval construction now pro- 
ceeding.—Military Gazette, Chicago.

at Nlantio, there being seveial hundred 
people present to engage in the festlvltle 
of the occasion. All brought their bag

;ames. Tbe two families represent some 
of the pioneers of Macon county in devel 
opment in tbe western section, and It 1 
with delight that they assemble year 
after year on tbe reunion occasions. 


Historical Sketches. 


Some time ago, Judge Thomas A 


Pritchett, of this olty, wag selected to pre 
>are a history of the two families. He 
did so, and he read tbe paper at tbe re< 
union. 


The Prttchett Family. 


In bis history of the Pritohetfc family 


;he speaker said: 
"My 
grandfather, 


James Piitcbett, waa born Ip Virginia in 
he year 1760. He was married to Eliza 
both Waller In 1786, and to them were 
born ten children. In 1800 be sold his 
possessions with tbe view of golug to 
Kentucky to find a home. He died before 
bis WI.B done, however, and advised bis 
amily to carry out the plane be had 
made. James Waller, a brother of the 
widow, went with tbe family to Kentucky 
n Hopkins county. They made tbe 'rip 
n a wagon. Eight of the children lived 
with the mother a.id all raised families of 
heir own. Most of tbo descendants of 
he family cow live at MadlBonville, 
Hopkins county, Kentucky, and last year 


stood before 600 members of the family. 
"Leaving the grand parents I will now 
peak of my father, who is tbe great 
grandfather of many of you. Bis name 
was William Pritohett and be was the 
Idest son of James and Elizabeth Pritab 
tt. He was born in Virginia on March 


1783, and with his widowed mother left 


with the rest of the family and continued 
with them until they reached Fayette 
aunty, where be found work as a farm 
baud, leaving tbo rest of tbe family to 
ontlnue the journey to tbe southwest 
art of the state, where they settled. 
William Pritchett continued to work on 
he farm until the war of 1819, when he 
volunteered aa a soldier and was with 
General Jackson in tbe battle of New Or- 
eans 
Upon peace being restored be re- 


urned to Fayette county and there be- 
anco acquainted with Lyala Q. WiUon, 
who was born lu tbe same county on 


une 16, 1799. Their acquaintance cul 


mlnated lu marriage on June IS, 1817. 


William Pritohett and bis young wife 


jegan with nothing but they managed to 
ny a farm In a Dutch settlement In 
Bourbon county. Ky., and lived there un 
il 1837, when the husband died, leaving 
a widow and nine children. By bard 
work and good judgment he bad left bis 
wife a good farm with which to support 
be young family. Lydia Prltobett died 
;n the old homestead on March 23, 1860 


"To William and Lydia Prlothett ten 


iblldren were born, one of whom died In 
nfanoy. 
Tbe oldest, Sallle A. Prltobett, 


was born October 7, 1818. She was twice 
married, first to Houaand Porter, Sep 
ember 38, 1837. To that union were 
born one son, W. H. Porter, of Douglass 
aunty, 111. Her second marriage was to 
J. H. Hall and to them were born eight 
bildren, all of whom grow to be men 
and women and are well known In Macon 
uonnty.

In a meeting of Debs deselples In Chi- 


cago the tiue spirit of bis colonizing 
eoheme was developed. One of the pro- 
moters declared that the organization was 
revolutionary in its character and that 
those who compose it are revolutionists. 
It was farther declared that another of the 
plrnoiples of the DobBltes was to Ignore 
the oh arch as a useless institution, which 
served o*nly by its hypnotic influence to 
keep men in subjection and dwarf the hu- 
man race. Reduced to its simplest form 
these people have started out to make 
•war upon law and religion. According 
to their notion there Is too much law and 
too much religion. This Is no new cieed 
It was thit spirit which injected itself in- 
to the French revolution. It was that 
sentiment which debased the people of 
the French nation until they were fit only 
Jo' slaughter In a war of conquest. It 
was that condition 
which 
brought 


about the 
absurd 
theory that the 


weakest 
imbicile 
if 
he 
had 


not 
accumulated or saved as much of 


this world's goods as bis neighbor was 
entitled to share in the neighbor's savings 
ard when the law and the church refused 
to make equal wnat nature and perhaps 
the carnal sins of the fathers had made 
unequal, therefore, there was toe much 
Jaw and too much religion. 


It was the condition the so-called com- 


mon people through the bad advice of 
demagogues brought upon themselves—a 
condition which rendered them powerless 
to maintain an existence. They had rev- 
olutionized the state, but had nothing to 
take its place! There was no law and no 
religion and the strong throttled the 
weak. Anarchy reigned and blood flow- 
ed. Like a meteor the Corslcan was 
rushed Into the vortex. Napoleon led one 
faction against another and the sword be- 
came the arbiter and the law. Having 
restored cider at home he led the people 
In a war of conquest and proclaimed 
himself the emporer. The people started 
in with the cry of down with the law and 
the king and landed with an emperor 
having marched over the dead budles of 
millions of Frenchmen. 


Debs, the demagogue, is starting upon 


the same road and If bis foolish theories 
are followed to the same extent aa those 
which led to the French commune the 
same result will follow beqe. There Is 
but one commune and that is the com- 
mune of barbarism. There can be no 
better government than a goevrnment of 
the people under our present.state of civil- 
ization. Unlike the savage state of man 
in the civilized state men are moved by 
their hopes and ambition and prosper ac- 
cording to their opportunities and abili- 
ties. With a commune all these qualities 
mast be stifled and detroyed and when 
they are thus disposed of then the final 
result in barbarism in which all wnnts 
are supplied from the stream, the forest 
and poorly til lea soil. 


We may have laws to regulate wealth 


and to prevent the exercise of unjust 
methods to secure wealth, but without 
ttfe ambition to excel in mechanics, In 
the professions, and In saving money, the 
human race would lapse into fearful con 
dltions. These, qualities Debs would de- 
stroy. He and other men with equally 
false notions, have done all they could to 
destroy them among working men and 
mechanics. Their course has bten to de- 
etroy the possibility of a workman, eitbe- 
ekllled or unskilled, advancing by merit 
or by making himself indispensible to an 
employer. 
Their course la to pervert 


unions and make them the power to keep 
men employed and to destroy the lauda 
b'e ambition of men to excel. Such men 
as Debs are dangerous leaders of those 
they assume to lead. They bring labor 
only trouble and loss. The sooner labor 
kicks them out as disturbers the better it 
will be for labor and for all the people. 


A burned child dreads the fire. The 


Populists bad their fingers badly bnrned 
in attempting to pull Democratic chest- 
nuts out of the fire last fall, and are gen- 
erally protesting against doing it again In 
the campaigns of the present year. 


The fact that leading Democrats, and 


those especially of the younger school, are 
giving their adherence to the protective 
tariff idea is adding much to the confi- 
dence of business .men, who sea in it a 
promise that the tariflt is not to be again 
disturbed for many years. 


Yonr "Uncle Hod" Boies has deserted 


the free coinage of silver theory and is ont 
with a new plan which proposes an issue 
of paper money based upon the market 
value of silver. It Is another case of rats 
deserting a sinking ship. 


No party ever made the record wblob 


the Republicans hare In the present Ses- 
sion, bf passing a tariff bill within four 
months of the Inauguration of a new 
president, with the administration party 
la control .of only one, branch of congress. 


Can it be possible that Mr. Bryan re- 


ally thought that his $1600 contribution 
to the Populist campaign fund would be 
sufficient to Insure his renomination as 
the candidate of that party in 1900? 


The brevity of the wail from the moss- 


back Democrats of the south because their 
members of congress voted for protection 
to their products does not impress the lis- 
taner with the deep sincerity of that out- 
burst. 


Fusion which fuses only the votes and 


gives all the offices to the Democrats is 
growing unpopular with the Populists.

THE SULTANlS""filbTHER. 


Fulfillment 
of 
n. Martinique For* 


tune Teller's Prophecies. 


The present sultan of Turkey is par- 


tially French by descent, a curious iact, 
from which hangs a romance. 


Everj- loiterer ia the pleasant bj ways 


of history will recall the charming 
story told anent Empress Josephuae 
and her friend Clara Bazillais of how 
a mulatto fortune teller prophesied that 
each of these young beauties of Mar- 
tinique should marry an emperor. Jose- 
phine, who was then merely Mile, de la 
Pagerie, laughed at what she deemed 
a piece of idle flattery j and so did the 
equally incredulous Clara Bazillais. 


But nevertheless the prophecy came 


true in both cases. Josephine became 
empress of the French, and Mile. Ba- 
zilkus, by as strange a turn of the wheel 
of chance, ended her life as the first 
consort and only actual wife of Sultan 
Mahmoud II. 


The late Sultan Abdul Madjid, while 


in Paris in 1867, told Napoleon III. the 
full story of his mother's romantic ad. 
ventures. Mile. Bozillais was on her way 
from Martinique to Marseilles when 
captured by a piratical galley off Malta 
and carried to Constantinople. 
There 


she was exposed for sale in the slave 
mart, but Sultan Mabmoud, happening 
to pass that way, fell in love with the 
fair maid of Martinique, and bought 
her for a \pry laige sum- Mile. Bazil- 
lais acquired an extraordinary influence 
over the grand Turk—so great a one, 
indeed, that he married her formally, 
having divorced all his other wives. She 
remained a Christian to the last, and 
after her consort's dea<h in 1830 she 
retired to a beautiful villa on the Bos- 
phorus, where she spent her widowhood 
under the name of "Mme. de Martini- 
que."

de la Pagerie, whose hand the mulatto 
fortune teller read so skillfully in far- 
off Martinique?—Chicago Journal.

The Last Strongho'ti of the Mex- 


icans and Indiana

San Diego county is the "last strong-- 


hold" of the aborigines, now disappear- 
ing from California, and albo of their 
successors and cpnquerors, the Mex- 
icans, who are as rapidly disappearing 
from the Acadian land of which they 
were once the rulers. American civiliza- 
tion and enterprise have proved too 
much for these slow-thinking brown 
races, and there exist only a few In- 
dian villages m a country where 100,- 
000 were found by the conquering 
Spaniards. The Indians, like the Mex- 
icans, prefer the mild climate of south- 
ern California to tliat of the cold north, 
and are here found in their native sim- 
plicity, as they lived a century ago. 
Near a Meiican village is found an In- 
dian rancheria, both primitive and dis- 
tinct. The Indian clings to the brush 
hut of his ancestors, and the Mexican 
prefers the adobe which was handed 
down to him by his ancestors. These 
buildings will last for a century or 
more in this dry climate, and as repairs 
are easily made with adobe dirt the 
building is preferred as a matter of 
economy and to save labor, which are 
important items to a Mexican. These 
reasons are stronger than sentiment 
With many, yet these uneducated peo- 
ple are found in the little huts where 
their ancestors for several generations 
'have lived, and as their land ia taken 
iacre by acre by the land grabber they 
still remain, only asking that the 
Americano leave to them the house of 
their fathers. Many of these old adobe 
Iruins are found throughont California; 
Sn the narrow streets of cities, in the 
imldBt of growing orchards, or out on 
'the highways half concealed amid a 
grove o' live oaks, or by the drooping 


ing it out oa the other is burned in the 
hide of the bellowing animal. 


In those days cattle roamed wild, as 


there was plenty of room, and conse- 
quently they became mixed. In order 
that each rancher may separate his own 
when necessary, the rodeo was ordered, 
and it 'vvas a judicial proceeding. Now 
trespass laws limit each man's cattle 
to his own lands. The juez de campo, 
or judge of the plains, vias an important 
official, and he decidu1 all cases of dis- 
putes as to ownership, i '-* equal rights 
to streams, etc. 
The ru, -o was held 


once a month, the "court" m. ring from 
lunch to ranch until each one in his 
district had been visited. After get- 
ting all desired information he would 
order the rodeo to be held at a desig- 
nated rancbo, the one having the larg- 
ebt corral, and to this place all of the 
cattle were driven after having been 
rounded up by the vaqueros. Every- 
body attended—coming "on horseback 
and in wagons,,bringing their ball cos- 
tumes for the dance thut im ariably fol- 
lowed. It lasted three or four days, 
during which time all these visitors 
were quartered on the host who had 
l>ecn "honored" lay having his ranch 
designated as the place of the rodeo. 
To charge anyone would have been so- 
cial ostracism. 
But then there was 


plenty of beef, vegetables, fruits and 
native wines. The women gossiped, the 
young men indulged in games, and the 
old men talked of their cattle and lands, 
and bet droves of horses or herds of 
cattle on their favorite horses, which 
were matched for races. In the evening 
there was a dance. The music was 
usually furnished by the host's daugh- 
ter, for in those days there was little 
to do but dance and play, and a Mexican 
who could not do one or the other was 
a rarity in this Acadian land of ease. 


The roundt-up of to-day possesses 


none of the romance of the olden time. 
The only picturesque feature is the 
Mexican with his_ riata, riding his 
seemingly untamed steed, seated in 
his native saddle with high pommel, his 
feet in olden-time wooden stiirups, and 
wearing the old-fashioned cruel Mex- 
ican "rowel" spurs, with sharp points 
an inch long, which sink deep into

boughs of the evergreen which seem- 
ingly is intent on protecting the long 
'deserted hut from further depredation. 


A few yards distant, and etone crosses 


are seen. They mark the graves of the 
(former occupants of that deserted hut. 
Those of a later generation have left the 
ifamily home, driven hence like the In- 
Oian whom their ancestors dispossessed, 
and, like the Indian of to-day, are prac- 
tically homeless. Some of them culti- 
vate gardens and small farms, but the 
majority lead the life most natural to* 
Mexu uns—that of ^aqueros. They like 
nn outdoor life, but da not take to farm- 
ing. 
They are natural horsemen, and 


cs the}"no longer have Uirge ranches 
nnd immense herds of cattle, they 
"hire" out to tlie American rancher and 
keep track of his cattle and 
sheep. 


This is a large nnd growing industry in 
southern California, and the Mexican 
is better fitted for it than the American 
eo« boj. He nUo v»oi Us for less wages, 
nnd while he iLay drink his fljl of his 
natne mescal he docs not ride into 
town discharging revolvers or other-

wise play the bravado. '1 he Mexican is 
nn expert horseman, and here his, serv- 
ives are also needed to "break" young 
horses for the saddle and field work, 
lie is at home at the rodeo and the 
mantanzos. The rodeo is a round-up of 
cattle, and the mantanzas is the killing, 
or slaughter, of beeves for the market. 
Here, the Mexican is seen at his best, 
and this section is dbout the only place 
in California where this novel sight can 
be seen as of old; for elsewhere the in- 
dustry has disappeared. Under Mexi- 
can rule there was an official known as 
the "judge of the plains," who had 
charge of all matters pertaining to the 
rodeo. He kept a record of each ranch- 
er's forand and officially presided at the 
marking of cattle. The main reason 
for a rodeo is to brand the young cattle, 
and to change tlie brand of those that 
have been cold, which, is done by plftctsg 
the_newj>rand ovec-tie old and born- 


the horse's flanks almost at 
every 


jump as he rides in a swinging gate as 
swift as the wind. As the herds are 
driven up a few tame cattle are 
sandwiched among .them, and these at 
once make for the corral, for thc-y ha\e 
been there before for feed. The wild 
ones follow. A corral is 100 or 200 
yards ' square, inclosed by an a^bobe 
dirt wall or stone wall five or six feat 
in height. The vaqueroa ride among 
the cattle sorting them out, and 
when all those of n particular brand 
have been found the others are driven 
out. Each vaquero takes 
charge ol 


his own herd. When an animal is ,to 
be branded the vaquero sits on j5& 
horse and throws his lariat around Che. 
animal's horns. 
The animal 
may 


prance around, but it is held firm by 
the horse throwing himself bock on his 
haunches, v*hich signal is given to him 
by the vaqucro thumping him in the 
flanks as he throws the riuta. An ns- 
sist.mt takes from a portable fire a red- 
hot iron branding instrument and ap- 
plies it to the desired spot. There is a 
white smoke and a roar, and then the 
animal is released. The vequero is 
more daring than the cowboy and does 
not find it necessary to lariat the feet 
of the animal when branding him. He 
does that only at the mantanzas, or 
killing. 


The riata is about 100 feet in length, 


one end of which is tied to the pommel 
of the saddle and the other is formed 
into a loop or slip-knot, and when the 
\aquero throws it he signals to his 
horse to stand firm and begins to haul 
in. After the riata has been thrown 
around the horns another 
vaquero 


lariats the animal's feet, when he is at 
once thrown hors de combat. Then 
the Indians come into service. The 
Mexican vaquero does not wish to de- 
scend to details, BO the Indians are em- 
ployed to skin the beeves for market. 
The Indians are very expert with the 
knife. The women and children sit 
around eager to gather in such por- 
tions as are by common consent award- 
ed them as prizes. These are carried 
in baskets to their adjacent rancheria 
and a feast follows. This was the cus- 
tom in the olden times;, the Indians 
naturally look for its continuance, and 
when there is a mnntanzas they scent 
th% feast from afar and go uninvited. 
But the Mexican vaqueros are paid for 
their services. Formerly, their ances- 
tors owned the cattle and the lands, 
and then It was a labor of love with 
them. 


The round-up of to-day is a tame af- 


fair compared with the genuine Mexi- 
can rodeo.

As to the practicability of Mr. Debs' 


purpose to devote some western state 
to the realization of these principles, 
time and experience will tell. All that 
can be said now is that the cooperative 
system in its ideal conception hereto- 
fore has not succeeded in forcing it- 
eelf to success against the strong iu» 
fluences set by the whole code of our 
present political, economic and social 
system. Utopia has been proved pos- 
sible upon paper countless times. In 
practice it has always failed. Mr. Debs' 
plan, in some regards of course, is 
not so visionary as many of the plane 
hitherto attempted. He does not/pro- 
pose to isolate his commonwealth from 
society or to conduct it without refer- 
ence to the political and legal ma- 
chinery upon which American govern- 
ment rests. He has, nevertheless, set 
for himself a task <?f immense diffi- 
culty—a labor which if successful will, 
thinks the Chicago Record, be hardly 
less of a feat than the drafting of a 
new constitution for an entire -nation,. 


To secure equal privileges and free- 


dom from the abuses of the wage sys- 
tem, to ward off political interference, 
to establish a community in which each 
will secure his own best interests by 
lelping to serve the best interests of all, 
to eliminate personal hostilities and 


•ievances and to destroy the ambition 


which would lend a man to advance 
over the bowed heads of his neighbars 
—here is a feat which calls for admin- 
istrative and executive powers of the 
liighest character. Should Mr. Debs' 
efforts only be partly successful 
it 


would be one of the most picturesque 
and interesting economic experiments 
:hat have been made.

Tor a shot at 
a fortification with the camera the 
penalty is especially severe. Neverthe-

that -while -traveling in Cuba a camera 
is a better protection than a passport. 
This is because no nationality is fonder 
of posing in uniform before the lens. 
The Spaniard, officer or soldier, never 
misses a chance to be "taken." Permis- 
sion to photograph a fort will be re- 
fused with a v ery positive shake of the 
head, but a request to be allowed to 
snap the garrison drawn up with the 
fort as a background ib always met 
with smiling acceptance.

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CAN MOVE ANYTHING.

Methodf* of Pu tne Modern 


Tlicre are certain men working qui.et- 


jv ni v ;u-iotis parts of the United States 
d ho could if they chose to doit, move 
tLe Pyramids, pick up the Egyptian 
obelii-ltK, OT Hf^ a modern skyscraper 
from its caisson bed and carry it across 
the street. There are not many such 
men. yet few, if any, ponderous objects 


e\,tt in the world which they will not 
attempt to move intact for a considera- 
tion. In the directory these men are 
called house movers, but they are en- 
tit lu! to a designation of far greater 
diirnitv, for some of their achievements 
are numbered among thegreat engineer- 
ing ft ats of the world. Within tbe past 
few months the house movers have ex- 
perienced an unwonted activity. Some 
really creditable and in some cases etu- 
pemlous feats have been performed. 
The moving of Levering hall at Johns 
Hopkins university was one of these 
feats, the moving of an upper New York 
house 10 blocks along the public high- 
v\ :iy was another, and the very recent 
rnovintr and resetting of a tall smoke 
stark at Manhanset was a third. 


One of these house movers declares 


that there is no building, however 
heavy, however bulky, which cannot be 
lifted from its foundations and 
con- 


veyed any distance. This means, of 
couis-e, without any damage to the 
building itself; that the very ornaments 
on the mantel pieces, the bric-a-brac in 
the cabinets will in no way be disturbed, 
that the window glass will not be even 
cracked, that the home life of the fam- 
ily occupying the moving house will be 
undisturbed. Such is absolutely the 
fact. It is not necessary for the occu- 
pants of the building to temporarily 
change their quarters; to take the cas- 
tors off the bedsteads, nor to pack up 
all the perishable articles in the house, 
It is on record that an old tell clock

haml there seems to be no limit to the 
mover's capabilities as far as weight is 
tonefrned. The Brighton Beach hotel 
which was placed on 150 fiat cars anc 
mov ed 000 feet, weighed 5,000 tons. The 
wt-in-bt of the recently moved railroac 
station at Jlott Haven, N. Y., is 1,700 
tons. This building was composed en- 
tirely of brick and stone and the weight 
is very unequally distributed, a centra: 
tower alone weighing 500 tons. To be 
frank, these feats take all of the won- 
derment out of the raising of the pyra- 
mids and obelisks, inasmuch as themes! 
primitive tools are used by the engi- 
neers.—Louisville Courier-Journal. 


HARNESSING THE TIDES. 


One Instance In \Vhlcfc the Po-w 


Hns Ileen SacccsBfnlly Applied. 
Various plans have been suggested at 


different times for the utilization of 
the energy developed by the rise and 
fall of the tides, but the intermittent 
(hanu-ttr of the power has usually pre- 
vented any satisfactory solution of the 
problem. There is, however, one in- 
stance in which tide power has been 
yme successfully applied in a very sim- 
ple manner. Along the^river front at 
Liverpool there is a tendency for the 
accumulation of silt against the dock 
walh, requiring occasional dredging 
for its removal. Instead of using scoop 
dredg-es, this mud is removed at dif- 
ferent periods toy the use of tide power 
in the following manner: Along the 
base of the dock %vall is laid a pipe, per- 
forated with holes, directed outward, 


f this pipe being connected with the in- 


terior of the dock system, and suitable 
valves being provided to permit 
or 


check the flow of water. Wlen the 
tide is very low, and consequently the 
head of water measured from the sur- 
face in the docks is at its greatest, a 
sndrlen opening of the connection per- 
mits a rajpid flushing action by the 
water escaping through the holes in the 
Pipe at the base of the walla, scouring 
out the mud and driving it out into 
the river to be carried away. As the 
tides at Liverpool average about 25 feel 
or more, it is evident that this simple 
form of dredging apparatus may be 
r«y effective, and as the time chosen 
for using it may be selected when the 
supply of water is greatest, it-does not 
interfere with the regular use of the 
doiks. Ultimately, no doubt, the in- 
troduction of practical and economical 
forms, of power storage will render the 
equalization of tide power commercial- 
ly practicable, but at the present time 
'his example serves to demonstrate the 
'"Ct that solar and lunar attraction, 
as expressed by the tides, have 'been 
harnessed in a small way at least.— 
-asMer's Magazine.
